Reason for allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: None of the references 
of record teaches or suggests a method of forming a ruthenium-containing enhanced-surface- 
area electrically conductive layer, the method comprising: providing a layer containing 
ruthenium oxide onto a supporting structure; and converting the ruthenium oxide to ruthenium, 
leaving a roughened ruthenium-containing layer on the supporting structure.
